Fire broke out in tbo paint shops of 


the Baker Manufacturing. Co.'s works 
this morning at about 2:45 o'clock, and 
burned the entire wood deportment of 
that company's works, and burned tie 
entire buildings of the Lehman Bro.'s 
furniture manufactory, Tho Baker Co. 
lost all tho machinery belonging and 
used in the wood department and all ot 
their manufactured gooJs and utocks, 
consisting of about 300 windmills, u large 
portion of them completed ready for 
shipment, and a largo quantity of lumber 
and material for manufacturing wind- 
mills and pumps. They saved the iron 
shops, engine house, foundry and pattern 
house. The last named building was 
badly exposed but was Gnfliciectly fire 
proof to stand the test. Lehman Ero.'s 
were -heavy losers, although their loss 
will perhaps not exceed that ot tho Bak. 
or Co., yet it falls more heavily on them 
for there are less of them to bear tho loss, 
and they .'oae their all or nearly all. They 
suved some few machines and a little 
manufactured furniture, but their .entire 
shops, Jry' houses, store rooms and a 
largo quantity ot lumber are in ashes. 
The Baker company informs me their 
loss will be about twelve thousand dol- 
lars, insured for twenty-nine hundred 
dollars, Lehman Bros. loss will bo, aa 
near as they can estimate, thirteen thous. 


and, 
insured for six thousand, ThoBak- 


or company had'a meeting ot tho stock 
holders this morning before 9 o'clock, 
and unanimously agreed to commence 
rebuilding as soon as the ground gets cold 
enough to. 40 to work. Lehman Bros, 
are not prepared this morning to sny 
what they will do, as two of tho brothers 
are not.here and they wish to consult 
them before they make a decision. 


These two institutions, one of which 


was completely wiped out nnd tho other 
badly damaged by this morning's fire. 
were the pride of Evansville.boing owned, 
controlled, and superintended by Evans- 
ville men, and gave employment to over 
fifty men; they had been built about 
fifteen years, had both been successful 
enterprises of their kind, having both 
commenced on a small scale and built up 
to their present, or yesterdays position, a 
profit to their owners and great help to 
he building up of our little village.
